near Maples. 
Dr. M^-ers and C. Henry, 
county agent, have gone to Maples to 
inspect the cattle believed to be infect- 
ed, but until it is known to a certainty 
that the disease has made its appear- 
ance it is not deemed advisable by Dr. 
Myers to give the names. 


Dr. Myers is kept busy invcstigatini: 
rumors, but he is taking no chances as 
the disease is liable to break out at any 
time and most anywhere. 


Cattle Killed. 


Forty-four head of cattle on the Xail 
farm were to be killed Saturday after- 
noon by Drs. H. H. Cohenour and "W. C. 
Griffith, government veterinarians. Thv^ 
cattle is buried in a trench thirty feet 
long, twelve feet Avide and twelve feet 
deep. 
The trench was completed 
at 
noon. Great precautions are being tak- 
en by the veterinarians, who never go 
into the farm without first putting on 
a rubber coat, rubber boots and rubber 
gloves. 
These are then thoroughly dis- 
infected.

newspaper reports from Petrograd con- 
tinue to claim a victory in northern Po- 
land, comparable at least to Sedan and 
even worthy of rank with the disaster 
which Russia inflicted upon 
Napoleon, 
official communications shed but little 
light on the situation ^in Poland. 


An official dispatch from Grand Duke 
Nicholas, commander in chief of 
the 
Russian forces in the field, while of 
considerable 
length, 
concerns 
itself 
largely with more or less isolated opera- 
tions and does not claim the infliction 
of an overwhelming defeat upon the in- 
vaders. 
The grand duke suma up the 
situation with the declaration that on 
the entire front between the Vistula and 
the Warta rivers the battle is progress- 
ing in favor of Russian arms. 


Both Berlin and Vienna still claim 
that no decisive result has followed the 
recent operations 
in 
Russian Poland. 
On the westei-n battle front the lull 
still prevails, the only hint of activity 
being found in the report from Holland 
that the British fleet again is operating 


against 
the German positions on the 
Belgian coast. 


The visit of Sir Roger Casemeijt, who 
became famous as the investigator of 
the Putumay rubber atrocities, to the 
Berlin foreign office, is being prominent- 
ly featured by the London newspapers. 
The comment, however, 
is 
rather re- 
served. 
On the whole the press seems 
frankly puzzled by the episode, which 
indicates that direct 
negotiations be- 
tween Germany and the extreme section 
of the Irish nationalists have been go- 
ing on. 


The British public have been greatly 
reassured by the statement of Winston 
Spencer Churchill, first lord of the ad- 
miralty, concerning the naval position 
of the empire. 
This has been supple- 
mented by the official French report that 
the combined fleet not only have com- 
mand of

Mediterranean, but 
are 
maintaining a successful blockade of 
the Adriatic and the Dardanelles. 


From Petrograd comes a much delay- 
ed account of a surprise attack by j.

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The New War Tax Stamps 


With the coming of December the new war revenue 
tax levied by Uncle Sam to offset the deficit in revennes 
occasioned by the war's stoppage of imports into the 
United States will go into full force and effect in all its 
provisions. We shall then have the tax stamp with us 
once more in all its pristine glory, but under a provision 
that limits its use to the period of thirteen months. 


Two classes of stamps are provided, one to be used on 
proprietary articles and wines, the other on documents. 
In each set there are twenty-one denominations. 
All of 
these stamps will be printed in black. The designs are se- 
verely plain, something like the present postage due 
stamps. The stamps w^ll be oblong in shape. 
The de- 
nomination is shown in large colorless numerals in the 
center, with the word ''Proprietary" above the numeral, 
and above that, "United States Internal Revenue." 
At 
the bottom is the word ''Cents" and below that, "Series 


D f l 9 1 4 . " 


The documentary stamp will come in more varied de- 
signs and colors. The denominations of V2, 
3, 4, 5,10, 
25, 40, 50 and 80 cents will be the same size and shape as 
postage stamps, with the value expresed in large colorless 
numerals in the center with the word "Documentary" 
above and "Cents" below. In the border are the w^ords 
"U. S. Internal Revenue" and "Series 1914." 
These 
stamps will all be printed in red. 
The documentary 
stamps of the value of $1 in green, $2 in red, $3 in puii)le, 
$5 in blue, $10 in orange, $20 in vennilion, and $50 in lav- ^ 
ender, all will have a liberty head as the central design' 
with the words "U. S. Intenial Revenue" above and the' 
value in figures below. The $100 stamp ,in green, will 
Jiave the Stuart portrait of Washington; the $500 in blue, 
the portrait of Hamilton, and the $1,000 in orange, will 
have the portrait of Madison. The dollar denominations 
jvill be larger than the cents denominations. 


It is, of course, doubtful if many of . the $500 and 
$1,000 stamps will be used, and probably not more than 
one hundred of each will be printed. 
About the only 
thing the $1,000 stamp can be used on is a promissory 
note for $5,000,000, or a deed where the unincumbered 
yalue conveyed will exceed $1,000,000.

time at that and in his time has shaved 
more than half a million strips. 


Stability is the principal object sought 
by Mx. Bitler in the makii^ of hoops 
and as evidence that he niakes an ex- 
cellent article he has one 
that 
saw 
twenty years of service in a cooperage 
some place in Texas. 
When the owner 
of this cooperage retired 
from busi- 
ness he sent this souvenir to the maker 
and he has preserved it. 


Some Made of Iron. 


Like all manufacturing industries de- 
pendent upon timber for material truss 
hoop makers have been forced to seek 
a substitute and they are now being 
made of iron, but they are not as sat- 
isfactory as those made of good wood, 
and for that reason the local factory 
is kept busy all the time and readily 
disposes of aa many as timber of the 
proper Idnd can be bought for. 


Eventually, unless 
conservation 
of 
timber tra>ct6 steps in to aid the cause, 
this industry will die, as material 
is 
becoming haj-der to procure every year 
and the expense has grown rapidly. 


Taking up the subject of employes 
again recalls the fact that the man next 
oldest in point of service is 
William 
Heine. He has been with Mr. Bitler for 
thirty-six years and with an average of 
fourteen sets of hoops a day he has 
turned out in his timiC nearly 85,000. 


This is all done by liand as the wood 
has to be dressed "with the grain," and 
no machinery has been invented 
that 
will supplant the hand. 
Frank Parent 
has spent twenty years in the factory 
and George VeA'ie, who does the finish- 
ing, has been on the job for seventeen 
years. 
This is a record that few fac- 
tories in the world can boast of. There 
are four men employed in the Bitler 
works whose combined service amounts 
to one hundred and twelve years. 


Shipped to Foreign Lands. 


Mr. Bitler sells most of his product 
in the United States simply because lie 
does not care particularly to open for- 
eign accounts. 
He is the head of the 
establishment and does his own book- 
keeping and this taak is lightened by 
confining the business to as few ao« 
coimts as possible. 


He has shipped to Scotland, Gennany, 
Cuba, Mexico and the Argentine repub- 
lic and his hom« customers are scat- 
tered from coast to coast and from the 
Canadian border to the (3ulf of Mexico. 


The timber from which the hoops are 
made is received at the factory in the 
shape of 
second fiTO<(rth hickory logs 
that come in lengths o< from eight to 
ten feot and from ten to twelve inches 
in diameter. 
They

common with all that is turned out is 
done "by the T)iece." 


They are then ready for the bending 
which 1« done by hand and the ends 
fastened 'with 
hand-clamps 
and 
the 
process of finishing comes next. 
This 
is done with drawing knives and spe- 
cially constructed scrapers which are of 
steel. When the factory was first start- 
ed this work was done with pieces of 
glass. 


Very Carefully Done. 


A set of hoops consists of six of dif- 
ferent sizes and to Indicate just how 
carefully they are turned out it is only 
necessary to say 
that each must 
be 
within a sixteenth of an inch of tbe 
proper circumference. 
If they are not 
the coopers will not use them. 


After they have been dressed they are 
placed on a set of cones. 
These are of 
iron 
and perfectly round. 
A fire is 
built in the Interior and 
the 
wood 
thoroughly 
heated, after which it 
is 
allowed to remain on the cones for two 
or three hours. 


Then they are removed, and the iron

clamps put on to hold them to their 
shape. 
This finishes up the process and 
the hoops are ready for shipment. 


Mr. Bitler also is engaged 
in 
the 
manufacture 
of drivers. 
Those 
who 
have been in cooperage establishments 
have seen the employes drive the hoops 
on the barrels and in tight coo{>erage 
this has to be done thoroughly. 
Tight 
cooperage is the term applied to barrels 
and casks ^manufactured as containers 
for liquids. 


These drivers receive many a blow in 
the course of a year and they must 
necessarily be 6f th > best timber. They 
are grooved to fit over the hoops and 
finished perfectly to insure the lasting 
qualities. 


The truss hoops are manufactured in 
sizes from ten Inches in diameter 
to 
forty-six and in special instances are as 
I large as fifty inches, but there is little 
; call for those of this size. 
The prices 
i run from $2.25 a set to $8 and 
the 
drivers briner from .«2 50 to 
a flnzci.

Benches and Vises Are Old. 


Most of the benches and vises with 
which the establishment 
is 
equipped 
date back to the time when the busi- 
ness ^vu8 first started. 
They were con- 
structed of good material at the start 
and have stood the wear and tear of 
nearly forty years most admirably and 
are still in good condition. 


There are few holidays in the busi- 
ness. 
The factory is maintained on a 
basis of supply ratheir than demand. In 
other words, there 
is a demand 
for 
more hoops than it can turn out be- 
cause of the difficulty of obtaining good 
timber. The force is kept up to a point 
that insures the consiuaption of all the 
timber that can be procured and for 
that reason the men are kept hard a t 
it all the time. 
, 


A cursory inspection of the factory 
does not impress one wj^h its rather 
imuBual position in the world of indus- 
try. 
The proprietor la a man of retir- 
ing habits and not given to talk. 
He 
has made a success through thrift and 
economy and has grown to bo part of 
the business and to hito it is not par- 
ticularly interesting in that it presents 
nothing out of the ordinary. 


However, once launched upon the sub- 
ject of his business he recounts thfe in- 
cidents of his career and the details of 
his factory in a most interesting way 
and a visit there will prove that hidden 
away in a back street among lumber 
yards, planing mills and similar estajb-

There are »¡any types of 
improved 
firebox doors, ])uL all are not 
operate,! 
automatically 
by

tricity and hence do not come up to the 
requirements of the Indiana law 
and 
cannot be used on the railways within 
the state. 
After looking into the merits 
of each type, the Pennsylvania and the 
Wabash 
selected 
the Shoemaker firt-- 


door, manufactured bv 
the 
National 
Railway Devices companj', of Chicago. 
Tlie Wabash 
purchased 
its 
firedoors 
from the manufacturer in the completed 
form, with all the appurtenances, ready 
to be placed in position. 


Made Its Own Doors. 


The Pennsylvania, 
howsver, 
bought 
only the "operator." which includes the 
air cylinder and the foot valve. 
The 
doors, door frames, guides, levers, pins, 
bushings, studs, bolts and other attach- 
ments were made in the local shops and 
assembled and attached to the locomo- 
tives at the roimd house, the work be- 
ing carried on under the direction of 
W. B. Madara from start to 
finish. 
Tn 
addition to making the doors and th-^ir 
attachments, placing thom in 
position 
for 
operation 
involved 
considerable 
work. 
The trimminjis on the 
boiler 
bead were in the wav of the door's at- 
tachments and had to be moved. These 
include the 
injector,

and the pipine generally, all of

were relocated,

Other Types of Firedoors. 


Another type of firebox doors which 
finds favor with raihvay men, but which 
is barrwl 
from Indiana because it

not operated by air, steam or electricity 
is a gravity firebox door brought out by 
P. C. Withrow, mecdianical engineer of 
the Denver and l\io Grande. 
This fire- 
door is in two halves divided vertically 
in the center, and each ;o arranged as 
to counterbalance the other and open 
readily when the fireman puts his foot 
upon the pedal. 


Heavy Penalty for Violation. 


The penalty for violation of tlie fire- 
box door law 
is 
severe. 
It declares 
that 
"the company failing to provide 
and maintain in good 
condition 
and 
working order an automat'-^ Mr?<hox d'^""'- 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and. 
shall be liable to a fine of not less than 
one liundred dollars nor more than fiv:> 
hundred dollars for each and every day 
such locomotive is oporat. d in this state 
without such automatic door: Provided, 
however, that the provisions of this act 
shall not apply to locomotive 
engines 
equipped with mechanical stokers."

John Denton Pink- 
stone French is an 
Irishman, 
though 
bom in England, at 
Ripple Vale, 
Rip- 


ple, Kent, on September 28, 1S52, to be 
precise. 
He is the pon of the late Cap- 
tain French, of the Royal Navy, and it 
was early intended that he should follow 
his father's profession. 


When'fourteen years old he joined the 
Britannia, and served for four years as 
a nsTal cadet and midshipman, quitting 
the scrrice in 1870. 
One may only im- 
agine what he might have been had he 
remained in the navy. Among those who 
Beired in the famous training ship with 
Freneh was another Irish youth of his 
inrn age, one George Astley Callagham, 
from Cork. 
To-day that boy is a full 
Adniij-al, a Knight Commander of the 
Bath, and commander in chief of the 
home fleet Another of French's Britan- 
nia shipmates is now Sir Percy Scott, 
of gunnery fame. 


But prospects of promotion in the navy 
in those days seemed too poor to young 
French, and he resigned, but not before 
he bid learned something of "the way 
. they have in the navy," which was one 
day tö serve him in good stead. 


But that he left the "senior" service 
for the army has never been forgotten, 
and he sometimes has to endure some 
good Matured chaff from friends in the 
Bister branch. 
It is narrated that on one 
occasion some naval officers were din- 
ing at French's mess, when one remarked, 
"You;.havcn't got a cavalry leader in the 
army worth a cent, with the exception of 
Ftendi, and he's a sailor." 


"Yes," remarked a brother officer of 
French, "French vras in the navy just 
long enough to see what a rotten service 
it was. 
Then he chucked it and joined 
tie militia, where be iearhed to be what 
ho is now," 


In any cose what the fleet lost the 
army gained, a leader of notable ability. 
And what a clmage has come over the 
navy since French was a midshipman. 
Its gnns were little better than 
the 
weapons which were- used at Trafalgar; 
they were "short, dumpy things, like soda 
water bottles," and Admiral Fitzgeraid 
has said that the projectiles "frequently 
broke up in the guns, or else turned end 
)ver end and went in any direction ex- 
cept the right one." 


The navy In those days knew little or 
nothing of the torpedo. 
It was an un- 
tried and undeveloped toy of a few fad- 
äists. 
The submarine was the unanb- 
stantial dream of madmen. 
The ships of 
the fleet were built of wood. 
Sails and 
their lore were the glory of officers and 
men. 
The glory of England, it was de- 
clared, depended on fighting against all 
"new fangled ideas." 
When flogging 
was abolished the navy was believed by 
practically every senior officer to be go- 
ing to the do^. 
The sun seemed to be 
Bettjnf. Jt has been "going to the dogs" 
ever since. 
But the way is a long one, 
longer tha» "the vray to Tipperary." 


Tb« old Warrior, on which French 
served the last year of his four in the 
navy, a ship of some 9,000 tons, with 
sails and'-anxiliary engrinee, has left "the 
line." 
She was one of the wonders of 
the world in French's naval days. Now 
she is a coal hnlk. 
In her place is the 
Bopcrdreadnought of 24,000 tons, with 
a speed of 22 knots, instead of 14, then 
an achievement of pride. 
The oumber- 
Bome guns of 6S pounds have vanished, 
and in their place are the rifled, breech- 
loading ordnance capable of throwing a 
projectile of 1,250 pounds froon Dover 
Harbor and spreading destruction in the 
town of Calais or beyond. 


Fear jears after leaving the Uoyal 
navy, in 18T4, yonng French entered the 
inny, oibtaiBiBg a ' commission in tie 


^ Eighth Hussars 
uneventful. 
He became a captain in 
1880, and was promoted to a majority 
two and a half years later. 
It was not 
till 1884 that he saw anything of active 
service. 


General 
Gordon 
was beleagured 
in 
Khartoum. 
A relief 
expedition 
was 
finally undertaken, and the Camel Corps, 
of four regiments, was preparing to strike 
across the Bayuda Desert from Korti to 
Matammeh. 
It was December 3, 1884^ 
when the Desert Column started on the 
desperate venture. 
It num^bered but 
1.000 officers and men, bnt they were 
the flower of the army, led by Sir Her- 
bert Stewart. 
With the Desert Column 
went Major French, and at Abu Klea he 
took part in what the historian of the 
"River War" has described as "the most 
savage and bloody action ever fought in 
the Soudan by British troops. 
Notwith- 
standing the grit and valor of the Arabs, 
that they penetrated the square, and 
that they inflicted on the troiops a loss 
of 
nine 
officers and 
sixty-five 
men 
killed, and nine officers and eighty-five 
men wounded—ten per cent of the entire 
force—they were driven from the field 
with great slaughter, nnd the Desert 
Column camped at the Wells." 


French moved on with a weaketied col- 
umn. mnch short of water, impeded by 
t3ie carriage of wounded men 
and 
stores, 
accomplished 
a 
march of twenty-seven 
miles 
from the W^ells of Abu Klea 
to tlie Nile nt Matammeh, cnt- 
ting 
a 
road 
for 
themselves 
through the very midst of the 
Dervish army, "infuriated by 
their losses, and fully aware 
of the stfre straits to which 
tlieir astonishing enemy vras now re- ^ 
duced".^ 


At Matammeh French and his troops 
waited, sick with anxiety about the fate 
of Gordon, longing to know whether Gor- 
don had been saved, while Sir Charles 
Wilson, with twenty British soldiers and 
a few bluejackets, embarked on two of 
Gordon's steamers and set out for Khar- 
toum, only to find on arrival that the 
British flag was no longer flying, that 
the lonely man had been sacrificed, that 
all was over and that they bad come 
too late. 


French was one of those who marched 
back across the Bayuda Desert to Korti, 
their footsteps dofged all the way and 
their retreat pressed by the exnltaut 
enemy. 


Many years elapsed before ibrench 
again saw active service in Africa. 


When in October, 1899, the government 
of the Transvaal threw down the glove to 
tile British Empire, when the British 
strength in Africa consisted of only 6,000 
men, organized in two regiments of cav- 
alry, three field batteries and six and a 
half battalions 'of infantry, and when re- 
inforcements were despatched from Eng- 
land in swift ships, to French came the 
first real great chance of his life. 
He 
was apponted to command a caralry 
division in Natal, with the rank of major 
general. 


The actnal outbreak of war found him 


were admirably conducted, and later, for 
the relief of KiraiTerley, the opening 
scene of a new act in the war drama. 
Lord Roberts called on French to join 
him at the point where he was preparing 
for the advance upon the capitals of the 
twin repnblics; and the wild ride to 
the relief of beleaguered Kimberley is 
one of the romantic episodes of that 
war—the crossing of two rivers, 
the 
passage of the waterless veldt, the de- 
termination to get through, the brush- 
ing aside of the Boer position, and the 
intoxication of the straight run in to 
Kimberley. 


And then the news of Cronje's sitna- 
tion brought to the wearied horsemen, 
the hurried marshalling of every man 
whose mount could ^till bear him, and 
the long ride over the shadowy plain to 
head off the Boer centre at the one un- 
guarded 
rift by which he might yet 
escape. 


The wild ride to Kimberley is graphi- 
cally described by Major Darnley 
L. 
Stephens:—"At two o'clock in the morn- 
ing 'boot and saddles,' blared on the regi- 
mental trumpets, and French's 0.000 men 
started on the hundred mile ride for the 
beleaguered diamond city. 


"On the second day of the advance 


at Jjadysmith in c(munand of his divi- 
sion. 
The day after he arrived 
he 
reconnoitred in force to Modder Spruit, 
and on October 21 he led out toward 
Elandslaagte a few squadrons of cav- 
alry 
with a field battery and half a 
battalion of infantry. 
The Boers were 
surprised at Elandslaagte and routed. 
They fled, but speedily realizing how 
small was the force opposed to them, 
they rallied, and French withdrew, hard 
pressed, to the high ground north nf the 
Modder, from where he sent to Lady- 
smitih for troops to reinforce his position. 
On their" arrival French again took the 
offensive, captared the Boer position, 
and the two opening actions of the cam- 
paign terminated in favor of'the British. 


French then found himself in Lady- 
smith, but, before 
tte'town 
was snr- 
rounded, 
General 
Sir 
George 
White 
recognizing that the coming siege pre- 
cltrdcd 
the 
use 
of 
cavalry. 
General 
French was sent out of LadysmitSi by 
tihe last train which was al^le to make 
its way through the Boer forces closing 
round the town. 


To "French was then assi^ed the small 
force—which never was large, erven when 
reinforced—to oppose the forces invading 


they foxind themselves tïtcing two hills 
connected by a narrow pass from which 
emitted a blizzard of Mauser bullets and 
Creusot shrapnel shell. 
But French had 
no time to seek another route. 
Swing- 
ing round in his saddle he shouted to 
General 
Broad wood, 
'Now, 
forward ! 
Hell for leather !' 


"Wave after wave of cavalry, the Ninth 
Lancers leading, swept at a mighty gallop 
through the neck and on to the open 
plain beyond. 
Some sixty chargers and 
half as many troopers rolled over through 
the process of Messrs. Mauser, Canet- 
Schneider & Co., and fifty-seven brother 
Boers tested an invigorating acquaint- 
ance with the beantifur white weapon. 


"If French had hesitated 
and tried" 
ahotber way round, that slim old gray 
veldt wolf Cronje would have effected 
his escape from the banks of the Orange 
River and the adjoining Orange River 
Republic, with 
the result 
that 
Lord 
Roberts' great strategic movement would 
have been indefinitely held up. French's 
supreme quaiitiea as the Mnrat of oar 
time saved the situation, when he, with 
that politeness 
so characteristic of a 
cavalry leader, expressed his conception 
of the sitoation by that 'Now, forward! 
Hell for leather.' " 


Thronghont the operations resnlting in 
the captare of Bloemfontein and Pre- 
toria- General French commandeH the 
cavalry division. 
He was in charge of 
Lord Roberts' left wing in the battle 
of Pretoria, and commanded the force 
in the operations culminating in the cap- 
tare of Barbert45n. 


During the spring of 1901, after Lord 
Roberts had returned to England, Gen- 
eral French^was in charge of the ex« 
tended operations in the Eastern Trans- 
vaal, and he was employed later on and 
up to the end of the war against the 
rebels in Cape Colony. 


For French, South Africa proved, not 
the grave it had proved, fpr others, 
but the cradle of a reputation. As Lord 
Roberts said of him, "he was the only 
divisional commander in South Africa 
who never had a fall." 


It hag been said of French that "in

As to 
his personality, the phrase "the square 
little general" would serve to describe 
him in army circles, without mention of 
his name. 
He ha.s the shape of a brick, 
as well as the best .characteristics of one. 
He is a thickset little man, who always 
stands witli his legs and feet well apart 
and sits "hunched up in his saddle like a 
red Indian squaw." 
A view of his back 
suggests the thickset, neckless shape of 
(jrcneral Graht, and he has more than a 
mwpicion of General Grant's doggedness 
in him. 


Now one of the things French disliked 
in an officer was persistence in calling 
the Boers "Bores."

sagely declare the fighting spirit of the 
soldier of Turkey is dormant, uot dead. 


Por the Sultan's battler has not failed 
altogether to prove his mettle during 
the last three centuries. 
Twicc of re- 
cent jrears he has performed with his 
old-time 
brilliancy, 
vigor 
and 
pluclr. 
Gallantly he drove the Ruasian before 
him at the defence of Silistria, at the 
outbreak of the Crimean War. 
And 
Europe rang with plaudits when, nnder 
Osman Pacha, at the siege of Plevna in 
1877 he showed there •p-aa plenty of 
lixisky "fightality" in him. 


But not often has he been victor since 
his decadence first began, and his defeats 
seidom have earned him the solace of 
praise that often goe.s to the valiant van- 
QTiisbed. His trimnpbs mostly have been 
•»rtiat the world has deemed massacres and 
persecntions, in Balkan and Grecian ter- 
ritory, where he has fought with over- 
whelming odds in his favor. Still, apart 
,from this, almost every expanding nation 
of Efurope during the last one hundred 
years has taken a whack at him and 
foTutd him willing to fight. 
Near thr. 
seraglio in Constantinople tliere may 
have been a bluffer and diplomatic faker 
under the ruling fez, but on the firing 
line tlic Turkish soldier meant business 
and met death bravely. 


The Janijsary figtter reprpsentrd the 
Btanding aBBiy of Turkey from the time 
his famoios organization was creatorl by 
Saltan Orkhaji in 1356 tmtil its tragir 
BJmihilation by Sultan Mahmoud 11. in 
1826. 
Ottoman 
glory 
and 
Ottoman 
shame were dne to his sword very often 
daring these centuries. 
The glory was 
won on many famous battlefields and in 
tbecottqnest and annexation of Icrrilnry. 
irbft ehame attended 
palace 
rebellion, 
where Sultans were de^josed and mur- 
dered according as the Janizary fighting 
Bmcfaine desired. 
They were a counter- 
part descendant of the famous Pi-ae- 
torian Guard that made and unmade 
DULBy a Roman emperor. 


And, curiously enough, for three hun- 
4ted years not a single Janizary was a 
native bom Turk. 
This crack corps, 
npon wbich the fate of the Ottoman em- 
pire »0 often depended, was formed and 
coDtinaed during the years 1356 to 1656 
by enrolment of boys of the best phy- 
lique from Christian families of con- 
fuered countries. 
Not a single Turkish 
7<rath was admitted to the renowned 
corps until Mohamined IT. altered its 
exclosiveness by a radical promulgntion. 
He decreed in 1656 that no more Chris- 
tian children were to be added to the or- 
(anizadoa, the recruits being restricted 
to the offspring of former Janizaries and 
Koelem appointees. 


The Oiristian boys enrolled 
in 
the 
sorps were taken very young and added 
Kt the exact rate of one thoaaand every 
rear. They were forced to become Mos- 
lems. 
Their training as soldiers Was 
rery serere. 
Discipline, fortitude, en- 
liiTimee and spirit were inculcated with 
the vigor and rigor of the ancient Greeks.

But the 
picked band of thirty-one had shown 
that a successful assault might be made 
at this fatal point, and within a few 
minutes a dozen companies of Janizaries 
covered the walls and towers.

there, heading the. common army, they 
m.shcd through the breaches of the inner 
walls and were soon in the city's centi-e. 
ConstJintinoplc, tb'i capital of the East- 
em Roman Eknpiro, thus fell one thou- 
sand years after Home and the empire 
of the West, dating from the Caesars. 


Sultan Mohammed himself 
rode his 
war steed as close as possible to the 
assaulting point, and with iron mace in 
hand, surrounded by the Janizaries that 
he reserved for decisive occasions, di- 
rected and impelled the battle. As assault 
after assault failed and the outer ditch 
was filled with Turldsh dead he gave the 
word to the commander of the chosen 
corps. 
The Janizaries drew themselves 
up, fla.shed their scimitars and with in- 
vincible rarrks pressed to victory. 
Has- 
san and his thirty begged the first daíüi 
at the wall. The honor was grumblingly 
accorded them and the Byzantine oa<pital 
fell. 


.\t the battle of Maritza, fought in 
ir>64, the Janizary gave an excellent ac- 
count: of himself. 
The Turks 
were 
scattrrcKi over a wide rringe of (orritory 
adjafcnt; lo tho MariLz^i River and an 
expedition comprising Hungarian. Ser- 
vian, Bolivian and Wallachian armies ad- 
vanced on him in nnrnliors of at least 
l.wo to one. But tie Christians, assured 
of victory, spent the night before the 
batile in revolrj- at, whidi tiiey were sttr- 
prised. 
It was tho Tii-st encounter be- 
tween Turk and Slav. 
Hand to hand 
combai.s were tic order of the conflict, 
and again the Janizaries outfought their 
enemies. 
Thou."5nnds fled on foot to es- 
cape their dread pursuers and perished 
in the Maritza. 


Again, at the battle of Kosovo, the 
soldier fyf Turkey, lf>d by the famous 
trained corps, inflicted an overwhelming 
defeat upon Serbs, Bosnians, Poles and 
Magyars, June 15, 1389. The Christians 
gave ground at noon and were pursued 
by the Janizaries and Sultax Murad 1. 
himself, brandishing a mig?ity iron mace 
and felling all who opposed him. In the 
moment of victory a Servian warrior, 
Milosli 
Kobilovich, 
gained 
access 
to 
Murad's tent and plunged a dagger in the 
Sultan's body. He-was torn to pieces by 
the victorious Janizaries returning from 
their chase of the defeated allies. 


In 1394 all of Christian Browpe ar- 
rayed 
itself 
against 
Islam. 
At the 
battle of Nicopolis, fought September 24, 
1396, the Turk defeated nil of the na- 
tions pitted against him, and the Jani- 
zary demonstrated Ütat he, indeed, was the 
pick and the ideal of all T u r k i c fight- 
ing men. 
At this battle a corps of 
Fr«ich knights charged 
the 
Saltan's 
front, driving in his outer lines. 
They 
did not know it -ivtif! alwajrs a Turkish 
practice to piare the weakest troops in 
the van. 
Hacking right and left, the 
chivalry of Franee rode over the bodies 
of those they had cut down nntíl tíiey 
reached - the 
Janizaries, 
whose 
corps 
formed the front line oí the main army 
of 
40,000 lances. 
Jmmediateiy 
they 
were enveloped and cut to pieces. 


'At the battle of Angora betweoi the 
Tnrfcs and Timor, or Tamerlane, "the 
Tartar"—who, by the way, was also a 
Tmrk and a leader of Torkiaai fighters 
—in 1402, Snltan Bayezid, of Bajazet 
L, w»s atteriy defeated, only the Jani- 
zaries and a Serrian contÍDgent giving 
any good account of themselTes. 
The 
Saltan -was taken inrisonea and carried 
about in a trimxtph pageant in a barred 
litter. Again at the battle of Vtoia, 
fought November 10, 1444, the soi^ér 
of Turicey proved his bravery. At first 
the Serbs, Hnngarians and Bosnians 
were eoccessfol and Sultán Morad II. 
tamed his hotee to retire from the fíeld. 
One of his commáhders implored him to 
fight the battle oat. He had wavered but 
a moment, hiywever, and he urged his 
Janizaries to one moce supreme effort.

the desert. 
When the battle was on he 
purposely retreated, tempting the Per- 
sians into a fatal pursuit. 
The Jani- 
Karies hekl them until they opened rankn 
and revealed their artillery, which played 
upon the advancing army with gi-eat 
slaughter. 


History records no battle record more 
interesting than the defeat of the cele- 
brated fighting Mamelukes of Kgypt by 
the Janizaries of Selim I. 
Both corps 
bad a proud record and a high spirit. 
In many a sanguinary field they had 
been victors. At the battle of Reydaniya, 
in 1517, tSie two bodies met. The Mame- 
lukes mistook the JamM.ry chief Sinan 
Pacha for the S^iltan, cut th«r wa.y to 
him and speared him to death. 
But this 
splendid oavaJry foe was overwhelmed 
by Janizaries, bacied by Selim's ar- 
tDlery. 
Egypt fefl into the hands of 
Turkey- 


In 1522 Snleyman, or Soloman L, the 
Magnificent, besitsed and took Rhodes 
after severe fighting in which at dose 
range 
the Turkish soldier 
performed 
many heroic deeds. 
Belgrade bad been 
taken in a preliminary campaign. 
Then 
the Sultan found his intentions with re- 
spect to arranging the administration of 
his kingdom were iiot to be easily carried 
out because of the Janizaries. 
They 
Uked not peace. 
War and booty they 
azast 
have. 
80 they began to mutiny. 
The Snltan tried a boid course at fir»t, 
slaying two of the leaders of the inaar- 
rection with his won bands. 
Bat he 
had to pacify them Wkh a large bribe and 
a declaration a£ war against Hmigary. 


Bo in August 29. 1526, the battle oC 
Mohacs was fooght between Turkey and 
Hungary. 
Saltmn w<aii and through 


tiie victory of his soidiena 
Hungary 
became a Turkish province for 140 yearSi 
After aererai unsoceesafnl attempts to 
take Yksma, SnieyoMMi the Magnifieent 
died in his teat 
dunng a battle, leaving 
bia kingdom at the vecy pinnaeie of its 
grandeur and prosperity. After him came 
martial decay, principally because the 
peracmal courage acd valiant spirit tbat 
had characterized all of the Sultans from 
the founding of the empire were not to 
be found in his successors. 
The very 
nature of the nation demanded unusual 
wiklom and energy to insure its conti)iu< 
ance. 


The Jaaii^ea lost their iiytting cfaar- 
acter and could not be trusted to wage 
war aa of old. They were more open to 
brilbeB. They w^re not tnstmeted in the 
new v m tactics employed by other na- 
tions t h ^ 
enoovatend.

the enemy. 
In the ninth year of his 
reign there was i luutiny of the Jani- 
iiaries. 
They doui^inded the licad 01 his 
Grand Vizier and sixteen others. He was 
in a "tight box" and forced to order the 
slaying of his chief aids. 
When he was 
able to resume his authority he gat^iered 
some loyal troops and soon the Bos- 
phorus tossed on its tide the bodies of 
hundreds 
of 
Janiîsaries. 
The 
Snltan 
himself walked the streets, ofteji carry- 
ing out his own death sentences. 
la 
1638 Murad marched to retake Bagdad, 
recovered by the Persians after its cap- 
ture of some years before. The garrison 
made a desperate resistance, but Murad 
led in person and stood guard in the 
trenches. 
The Janizaries, shamed or en- 
tliused by his example, performed old- 
time prodigies of valor. 
The Persians 
sent out a burly champion to tatint and 
defy the besiegers. 
History has it that 
Murad clove him from crown to chin. 
Thé chain armor he wore is still pre- 
served in Constantinople. 
Bagdad fdl, 
to remain in Turkish hands to modern 
days. 
At the head of his Janizaries 
Miirad entered Constantinople amid the 
shouts of his people. 
The next year, 
at the age of twenty-eight, the last war- 
rior Saltan died. 


From here on calamity follows calam- 
ity. 
Tiws Grand Viziers did most of the 
leading or the ordering of the movements 
of the Turkish soldier. 
The Sultans 
stayed at home. 
The Turk fought hard 
at Vienna, but unavailingly. 
At the 
battle of Zenta^ against the Aostriam, in 
1697, 20JOOO Turkish aoMiers were slain 
and 10,000 diwued. 
But they fought 
gaoaely. 


Then came the final ringing down of 
the curtain on the famous Janisaries. 
It -was Mahmoud II. who took this most 
radical step in defiance of all Turkish 
trad&ioii. 
Janiiarfas had got be^ 


yoBd oontroL 
They had deposed and 
murdered Ahmed III., who ascended the 
throne in 1703. 
Tbey forced Selim IIL 
to atMlicate after bis ascension in 1789 
had not brought advantage to them. His 
successor reigned only a few months be- 
cause of their power. 
They had fallen 
from their high military plane. 
So 
bigoted and jealous of their privileges 
had they become that revolt was looked 
for over night if tbey got peeved. 


Mahmoud IL sized them up exactly and 
determined to get rid of them. He had a 
Master of Ordnance whose proper name 
was Ibrahim, bat who was more com- 
monly called Kara Oébennin or Black 
Hell. 
him Murad whispered Wh&t 
he wished done.

for 
independence—the

the ancient dwellers in Athens and 
Sparta. 
The naval battle of Navarino 
and a Russian army brought dooible de- 
feat to the Saltan, despite his military 
reforms. Greece was wrested from him 
forever. 


But the moulding over of the soldier 
of Turkey continued. 
German instruc- 
tors of tactics and strategy were called 
in. 
No less a personage than the late 
Field Marshal von Moltke was one of 
those -who came all the way from Prus- 
sia to teach the art of drill and war.

only key that finally got the basicgers 
within the walls. 
The .-,2.000 Turkish 
soMicr d^'H^-ndcrs ^vc^c witJj Iheir com- 
mander to a mnn, porfonning valiant 
deeds daily during tho siege. 
At his 
final comiiKind they made a snprenu; 
effort to cut through the lines, and 
died willingly. 
It cost llui^sia r)0,lX)0 
men to enter I'lovna. 
The world has 
sincc pro<,']iiime<l. Osinau I'acha a inili- 
tai-j' genius of high grade and dubbed 
his army heroes. 
During the war tlie 
Turkish soldier aLso won a worth-while 
victory over the Russians at Kizil-tepe 
in ^Asia, driving the enemy ^ back from 
Kars. 


The last war in the Balkans spelled de- 
feat for the soJdicr of Turkey from the 
sUirt. 
lie was entirely unprepared and 
was opposed by au array of allies who 
had been looking fôr the conflict almost 
hourly. 
Bulgaria po\u'ed into Thrace 
because of the Ko^chana massacres. 
She 
drove the Ottoman forces many miles. 
'J'lirkcy was compelled I.0 declare war. A 
Servian army marched on Uskub, while 
the Montenegrins began the siege of Scu- 
tari. 'I'he CJreek navy got busy. 
It was 
a bad outlook for tlio fighting man of 
Turkey, and he was defeated finally in 
the battJes of Kirk Kilisse and Kuma- 
novo. Saloni<'a siirreridercd later. 
Thjn 
.Vdrianop'e was cncompjissed, and for a 
Lime it looked as though the fighting men 
of the husky allies would go right through 
I to Constantinople. 
But internal dissen- 
; sion and diplomacy of the greater Powers 
prevented the Sultan losing everything 
: he has in Europe. 
The Turkish soldier 
I had done all he could, handicapped with 
unpreparedness and the decay of patri- 
otic ambition. 


A romantic individual case of the fight- 
ing quality in the soldier of Turiiey is 
that of Prince Jem or Zizim, as his name 
has often been called in Europe. He was 
one of the sons of Mohammed IL and 
much better fitted for the throne than his 
brother Bayezid or Bajazet. 
He had 
energy, vigor, grace, culture, ambition 
and a national pHde. But Bajazet heard 
first of the death of Ms father and, 
hastening home, was first tc reach Con- 
stantinople with bribes for thé Janisary 
support. A civil war began between the 
brothers. In several battles Jem made a 
specialty of Janizary killing becaTise of 
having been robbed of his throne through 
them. 
The chroniclers tell of single 
combats 
that 
make 
the 
battling 
of 
Homer's heroes look like small affairs, 
finally Jem was defeated so that he 
could 
not 
raDy anotber army. 
tie 
sought 
refuge 
with 
the 
Knights 
of 
Rhodes. 
Then began an imprisonm^t 
of the Prince, in which he was trans- 
ferred froon one European point to an^ 
other and kept tn pawn to pleaae Ua 
broliher« wholl fear«d hia return tf Oon- 


the Turkish fighting man. 
He inherited 
his father's 
talent and 
wisdom, and 
while 
Governor 
of 
Carmania 
had 
fought valorously against the provincei 
it became necessary to subdue at in- 
tervals. 
Roxelana bore Suleyman a 
son—later Selim II. 
She saw no chance 
for 
Selim 
with 
Mustafa 
alive. 
So 
thrdU£;h her plottings the Sultan wm 
convinced his son was a traitor, and so 
had this valiant soldier come to Constan- 
tinople and enter his presence alone 
From an inner chamber he saw sever 
mute executioners bowstring the young 
Prince. 
Roxelana'fl other name was 
Khonrrem, or the "Joyous One." 
It is 
said she never wa.s more like her name 
than when she knew this murder had 
been done. 
Twice after she is said to 
have accompanied the Turkish army t& 
hattlo in disguise of a man and to have 
killed several of the enemy. 


Analyzers of armies and their unit» 
have spent much tinae in discussing thf 
value of tho soldier of Turkey in the ligW 
of his decadence doring the last two OT 
three centuries. 
To most of these tlw 
star and crescent fighter is only under a 
cloud through which the sun of glorj; wiU 
shinr arain. 
To others the Turk is per- 
manently eclipsed, and only by amalga- 
mation with some otJier nation, after a 
political âivisnnn has npset Europe and 
Afri<-a. will his ancient spirit of battle 
ho manifest in its full force again. Thoa« 
who bold to the latter opinion arc far in 
tho minority in the list of authorities. 


Tbose who have studie<] the Ottoman 
soldier at very close range and after a 
• long residence near his side insist that 
the fighting spirit is ever inherent in 
! tbo race. 
Thoy assert that no matter 
I how indolent or unpatriotic or bestial 
j a Turk may seem, the moment yon put 
; a sword in his liand he swells with the 
lust of battle and will die like a hero. 
WiUi all his faults, cowardice in battle 
is declared to be an unknown quantity 
with him. 
It is an odd fact, however, 
that 
his greatoet 
achievements 
were 
those dating back to the time when he 
fought Janizary 
fashion rather 
than 
according to modem ideas of war. 


Von Moltke, who taught the first 
army raised nndcr the modernized sys- 
tem, had this to say concerning the bat- 
tling outlook for the Turkish soldier:— 


"The splendid appearance, the beautl- 
fdl arms, the reckless bravery of the 
old Moslem horde had disappeared, y«t 
this new army had one quality which 
placed it above the numerous host that 
the Porte could summon to the field io 
former times-4t obeyed." 


This would seem to be the key to the 
puiKlc of the Turkish soldiei^s effi- 
ciency. Will he obey as Western armi«a 
are taught to obey? 
Has he had hi» 
fighting spurs clipped too short by com- 
pelling him to auimiit to the tactica of 
the West? Is he not periiaps still in a 
sort of transitional military state? Whila 
military obedience is referred to a« a 
Western characteristic, there most UOt ba 
forgotten the military obedience of Japan 
at the other poiot of the compass. 
And 
yet thé obedience of J^kan has been de* 
dared to be ahvays a national patriot« 
ism in arms rather than a military body 
whose first duty it is to obey and qaas* 
tion afterward. 


According to the law of Triatn thcra 
was a distinct equality among all bat* 
tiers engaged in a righteous war—and 
Sultans 
generally 
made 
their wars 
righteous ones. The old Turkish office» 
•were content to lead without domineer- 
ing, because of this. The spirit of change 
that has come out of the West makes the 
officer a superior being, wlio segregates 
himself, carries himself uppishly *nd la 
not interested in the Édmple details of 
his soldiers' lives.

Speaking at Thanksghfing reminds mc 
of tie dinner given last Thanksgiving' 
Day by the Society for the Americaniza- 
tion and the Humanizatioo of the East 
Side. 
I had the honor to be appointed 
i>n the arrangement committee. 
1 had 
to give expert advice and be in charge of 
the -ipaiters. 


That was tie firpt nndertaking of the 
Society for the Americanization and the 
Humanication oi the Bast Side in that 
particular line of uplift work. 
There- 
fore they issued a call to other east side 
iplift esta/blishmenta to come and help 
them in this affair of 
demonstrative 
charity. 
The first to respond was the 
Kast Side Ladies' Benevolent Society. 
Tlien came in line the Alliance Neighbor- 
hood Centre, the Society for the Spread 
[>f Musical Knowledge on the East Side, 
the Big Cousins' Society, the Purity So- 
ciety, the Working Girls' Ckiardians So- 
ciety, the Good Government Association, 
»nd last, but not îeaat, the Mike Calla- 
han Political Association. They all liked 
the idea that the east side should have 
I Thanksgiving dinner for the poor in its 
own neighborhood, and show the west 
siders that we can do things just as 
lice, and perhaps better. 


First o(f all, all those societies held a 
joint meeting. 
It was decided at the 
meeting to make the dinner worthy of 
the east side and to invite newspaper 
men to report the affair in the papers for 
the benefit of the generaj public. 
It 
was also decided to have a special table 
ïot for the reporters, with champagne, 
and plenty of it. 


Then came the work of appointing com- 
mittees and dividing the honons. 
There 
was a committee for nearly every item of 
the menu and programme—a turkey com- 


mittco, a cranberry sauce committee, a 
cake committee, a fruit and candy com- 
mittee, a soda water and ices committee, 
a musical committee, a speakers' coona- 
mittee, a bread^iid rolls committee and 
a publicity committee. 
The duty of the 
publicity committee was to prepare and 
have ready, on hand, all the material 
necessary for the reporters, the photo- 
graphs of some of the chief workers and 
advance sheets of the .speeches. You see, 
our east orders are apt scholars. 
They 
have learned from the we.st siders hov? 
to manago such affairs jqst as well as the 
west sidera thenisclves. 


Still there was some reason for dis- 
appointment. 
A good many of the men 
and women were left without places on 
the committees. 
So they made a little 
kick about it and the arguments became 
hot. 


"Ordicr: Order!"' Big gam, the Grand 
Master of the Order of the Pi Tomid, 
who was in the chair, hollered at two 
dozen men and Tfomen who "were asking 
all together for the floor. 
"You will all 
get a chance to ¡speak. 
Sit dowTiI"' 


It took the chfi'irman qnite a while to 
resfore order. 
And then 
when every- 
body sat down I made a move to got up. 
I had accidentally sat down on a bunch 
of keys that I had in my hip pocket, and 
feeling uncomfortable I got up to shift 
them to another side of the pocket. 


Here the chairman noticed me, and 
pounding his gavel he yelled at me;— 
"Sit down!" 
"Excuse me," I said; "yon misunder- 
stand me" 


"Sit down!" he yelled, pointing his 
finger at me. "I don't want anyiwdy to 
rule "me. 
I am chairman of this meet- 
ing and I am going to run it without 
fear or favor." 


I kept quiet for another minute or so. 
And then, seeing a chance to be heard. 
I 
lifted 
my 
right 
hand 
up and 
I 
bogged :— 
"Please, Mr. Chairman!" 
"git down, I say!" he . yelled still 
louder. 
And here several of the audi- 
ence joined him:— 


"Sit down! 
Sit down!" camc voices 
from all around the meeting room. 
There was no other choice but to sit 
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qnietly and suffer. 
At last some one 
suggested to appoint three more commit- 
tees—a napkin committee, a toothpick 
committee and a souvenir committee.^ 
Of course, this made tihe expense a little 
bigger, but it was worth while to get 
all these luxuries in order to give a 
chance to everyibody to be on some com- 
mittee. 
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"I protest against this increase in the 
expense!" I said, jumping up from my 
seat and meanwhile quickly riiifting my 
keys, 80 as to keep them from annoying 
me. 


The chairman looked at me, very mnch 
surprised. 
He 
lifted his gavel 
and 
started to hammer. 


"I take it back," I said, dropping in my 
seat 
"Ijet me withdraw my protest" 
You see I had fixed those keys. 


The 
chairman 
smiled, 
while 
Bonie 
people laughed aloud. 
Perhaps it struck 
them funny that I changed my mind so 
suddenly. 


"Well, after the meeting the committees 
started to work. 
The puiblicity com- 
mittee worked harder than all the other 
committees combined. 
They advertised 
the coming event in the papers, on spe- 
cial bulletin boards, and through cir- 
culars. It was sure to be a great success. 


At last Thanksgiving Day 
arrived. 
When it was about coon all the members 
of the various committees were at the 
hall where the dinner was to be given. 
There were also liome specially invited 
gaests, some Epciakers, District Leader 
Mike Oallahan, Reverend Doctw Bien- 


stock, and two reporters. 
We had pads 
and pencils prepared for the reporters, 
but they preferred forks and plates and 
began to eat as if they were aftir a 
long fast 
They were the only eaters, so 
far, for nobody else, besides the speakers, 
the committee people and the politicians 
and the guests of honor came to the din- 
ner. 


Everybody was disappointed. 
Some- 
body made a remark that the poor people 
of the cast side would rather celebrate 
on herring and potatoes in their own 
homes than eat a charity turkey dinner 
in pnblic. 
Another reason was given, 
that on Thanksgiving Day there are more 
people who are giving away dinners than 
people who are willing to accept it. 
Or 
as one put it:—"The supply exceeded the 
demand." 


After half an hour's waiting Mirsky, 
the real estater, came over to me and he 
said:—"Joe, we are in a hole. 
Go and 
get some people to come and eat. 
Pay 
lihem as much a.s fifty cents a head. 
Bring them by all means, even if you 
have to brfak open a jail. 
If we don't 
get some people to eat the dinner we'll be 
the latighing stock of the whole country." 


I went out hustling. 
I got an old man 
vrtio was selling pencils on a corner. 
I 
got some Italians who were sitting idly 
watching a half finished building. 
I got 
some boys who were playing craps in the 
street, and at last J got Marudnik, the 
tea pedler. 


Meanwhile some more people came vol- 
untarily. 
Somehow they found out that 
souvenirs will be given away with the 
dinner. 
There were altogether about 
twenty at the table. These saved the day 
and the speeches. 


Of all the speakers I liked one remark 
made by Mike Callahan, who said:— 
"The fact that we couldn't get a suf- 
ficient number of people to ijartake of 
the free dinnef we have prepared for 
them is another reason why we should 
be thankful. It is the best sign of pros- 
perity." 


But his words could not console the 
mcmibers of the Society for the Ameri- 
canization and'the Hnmanization of the 
East Side, who were the chief promot- 
ers of the dinner. 
They were at a loss 
to know what was to be done' with all 
the food that was left over. There were 
about one hundred and fifty roasted tur- 


keys, three gallons of cranberry saace, f 
five hundred rolls, one barrel of apples, 
two boxes of oranges and many other 
good things. 


"I'll tell you, ladies -and ^tleiaaen« 
what we can do," Weiss, the undertaker, 
suggested. 
"I'll let you have a wagon 
from my stable. 
We'll pack op all the 
food on the wa©jn and send it to the 
Harlem Guild House. 
They are in this 
line of charity for years and years, and 
they may be short of foodstuffs thiB 
year." 


That was a good idea. 
Everybody 
siiid so, and the two reporters were in*, 
farmed about it. We thought they wonld 
make a mémorandum of it, but they 
were too busy eating. 


I began to wonder whether they were 
real reporters or just fakers, like that 
bluffer Graham Norgross waa. 


The wagon from Weiss* staW« came 
and we all helped in the work of packing 
up all the stuff that we had .for the Har- 
lem Guild House. 


*'Hoopay !" somebody cheered, 
"lîie 
poor east side is feeding the uptowners !" 


And then, when the affair waa about to 
close, we heard an automobile coming,

and it stopped in front of the hall where 
the dinner was given. 
It was an axito 
truck. 
Four men stepped off the track 
and carried into the hall a nomlber of 
large, heavy boxes. 


"Here are turkeys, and pies, and cakes, 
and fruit" said one of the men. 
"These 
were sent to you by the Harlem Gaiiid 
House with the compliments of the direc- 
tors. 
We have more than we can dis- 
trihute 
in our 
ceig'hlborhood, 
so 
we 
thought you could stirely n ^ e goodflse 
of the stuff down here on the east side." 


Well, those men from Harlem had to 
take back their stuff. 
The stuff that 
the east side sent to Harlem was after- 
ward bought by a 15 cent dinner place 
on Division street. 
TTie money netted 
for the food helped us to cover the de- 
ficit; for the expenses were quite big. 


We found no report of the dinner in the 
papers next morning, but we found the 
two reporters sound asleep under a table 
in lihe large dinii^ hall.

Shakespeare, under the 
alchemy of whose bruin all classes and 
races and O-U institutions gave up their 
secrets,

to sjjeak. in this 
taber- 
naclc; if I could annoimce that Milton, 
whose blinded eyes seemed but to give 
his soul a chance to see more; 
if 1 
could announce 
that Cromwell, 
whose 
Spartan dgvotion to duty remade an em- 
pire, if I could announce that Clu-isto- 
pher Wren, who could dream cathedrals 
a.B easily a« j'ou or I coidd eat our din- 
ner, and who could swing 
domes of 
inarble 
in the air, 
with the careless 
abandon that Midjael Angelo, who im- 
^rieoned hi.s di^eams and inspiration on 
imoiortal canvas and in deathless stone; 
if I could apnounce that Bunyan, who 
cornea in his writings to soothe the pain 
and prompt ihe prayer to stop all doubt 
and solve iho problem, the immortal au- 
thor 
of . Pil^im's 
Progress, 
which 
seizes US in cliildhood with the stron,^ 
hand of Its power, - which brings 
our 
ir«nhood to surrender to the spell of 
its sorcery apd relaxes 
not its 
grasji 
upon us when mingle^ the brown of life 
•with sober grey, the man who has done 
lYiore to draw the attention of the world 
to matters of supremeat effort, who has 
painted thi bfeauty of holiness in more 
f.Iluring colors and who has spoken to 
the human heart in tenderer sympathy 
aud more thrillipg tones than any nmn 
since the apostles; if I could announce 
that George Washington, the father of 
lijs country, first in peace, first in war 
end first an the heiarts of his country- 
intn, was • to honor this city with his 
prteence—excursions would run from ev- 
ery sectiop of this land, and no build- 
ing has l?den erectcd by the hands of 
imr that would hold the crowds that 
would gather. 


r.ut I need not argue that the an- 
nouncement of the coming of Jesus to 
Tort Wayne wou^d awaken an interest 
and send a thrill of expectancy beyond 
that of any other character of history. 
Tilt concern we would feel would be 
different, not only in its mai(nitude, but 
in its essence as well. 


We 
instinctively 
feel the 
difference 
and we aeeeunt ifor it. 
This is 
true 
beaiuse His name is inseparably asso- 
ciated with religion and after all has 
l-ecn said, religion is the measure of 
concern of men—it's the real base line 
of character. 


Men-.iaay revile it, ignore it, and mis- 
represent it, but in their hearts men 
ieel thftt in religion life finds its high- 
est expression. 


Years ago, Walter Wellman, the emi- 
nent 
«orrespondent, speaking 
of 
the 
power £5fefted over the common people 
by BryaA and Roosevelt, said that no 
small part of their power lay in the 
fact tUtafc they were "preachers." Then 
ho said this significant thing: 
"There 
is nothing men like so well as being 
)reached at, provided they don't know it 
ii a sermon they are getting, and they 


don't 
have to go to ¿hurch to get it." 


Many types of men cha,lleflge our in- 
terest. but it is the apostle of religion 
pnd the herald of Christianity that has 
Ihe superlative influence. 


1. 
The merchant prince is knowTi in 
all markets where men buy 
and 
sell 
and the crowds applaud him and his mil- 
and economic life we feel the influence 


lions. 
He is a useful man to his Bgej; 
but he dies, and in a few years no one 
^i'ould know Avhere he was buried, or 
remembers that he lived, if it were not 
for the costly monument erected by his 
fajnily. 


2. 
The soldier 
makes and 
unmakes 
the map of the world at will and em- 
•uiit's tremble at the glance of his eye; 
he, too, may do a divinri work, but ho 
dies and clowns bandy his name across 
the footlights. 


8. 
The scholar concentrates the 
es- 
sence of his life in a book that 
soon 
grows yellow in thp dingy corner of a 
library. 
He may be a faithful servant 
of high ideals, but he dies and only a 
few students remember him and enjoy 
the results of his labors- 


Lut Jesus actually lives 
the moral 
law and serves His generation, forget- 
ting Himself in the immortality and we 
turn to Him for spiritiuil authority as 
iiatural as a flov.er turns toward the 
feim or a lily lifts its immaculate lips 
to be kissed by the sunshine and the 
df \v, 


Peauty may please us, 
truth 
may 
etrengthen us, but goodness 
commands 
i!s. 
A genius charms us, a philosopher 
instructs iis, but a saint feeds us. 


Art makes the world attractive, learn- 
ing enriches the mind and dignifies life, 
but religion regenerates the soul. 


But tJie fact that Jesus was a spirit- 
m i genius is not an adequate cjiplana- 
tion of the uniqvie intei-cst His coming 
to Tort Wayne would arouse. 


There have been o+.hef spiritual gen- 
! iuscs who incarnated the good and the 
' gx't at, but the grip wlilch Jesus has u]>on 
the heart and consciences of men is dif- 
ferent from all 
those. 


Aristotle was a genius, but hi« influ- 
enf'o is scholastic, 
lie inflaenccs 
the 
imtn of man's thougjit. 


Mohammed was a genius, hut his in- 
fluence is disciplinary. 
He drives men 
into new habits. 


Ccnfucius Avas a genius, but his in- 
fluence is didactic. 
Ho pimply teaches 
men a formal 
plan 
of conduct as a 
teacher might teach geomuntry. 


Buddha was a genius, but his influ- 
ence is 
exemplary only. 
He tells 
us 
to 
illustrate the attitude of 
self-for- 
getfulness. 


Did the name of Jesus mean no more 
thnn the memory of n. spiritual genius 
who died some centuries ago, we could 
imprison His influence in a word 
(like 
scholastic, disciplinary, didactic or ex- 
emplary) ; but He does mare than all 
this. 
He puts us into 
companionship 
•».'ith a great life. 
His name stands for 
a tender intimacy of fellowship which 
no other name in history does. 


Some one has well said, "Socrates cre- 
ated an individijal movement which is 
tfiday a vital factor in the world's life" 
but no church has hallowed his memory 
by hymn and liturgy, art has not found 
in his name crentivi^ inspiration. 


The philosopher of Athens 
remains 
ründ sh»ll 
remain the wise teacher of 
a scattered few; but Jesus of Nazareth 
abides in the common heart an inspir- 
ing and comforting friend in every hour 
of need. 


INfr. Froude 
has made an 
extended 
romparison between Jesus and Caesar. 
Caesar crystallized into institutions of 
rcvemment a theory of statecraft which 
made Borne the dominant force in that 
generation 
anci pushed hvunanity 
for- 
ward in the march 
of 
progress. 
He 
pfamped his cenius upon the life of his 
time and to this day in our political 
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cf the Roman law developed under his 
i:nfcpiration. 


I h e 
ghost 
of Caesar still stalks in 
the council chambers of Europe, but no 
prnstly order like the Jesvats has made 
(^le&ar their master. 
His memory lias 
r ronuced no churches and no creeds. No 
pliilosopher has found in him a key to 
the riddles of life and death. His name 
is not elianted in vaulted cathedrals nor 
lingered over by the peasant in his eot- 
t;ige, nor lisped by 
little 
children— 
'•'Now I lay me.'^ 


1 could draw comparisons between the 
influence of Jesus and the influence of 
every great character in liuman history, 
j'.ii^t OS Mr. Fronde has with the name 
of Caesar, and if I did I would but axld 
evidence of the argument you are ready 
to admit, tliat the influence of 
Jesua 
is different from the influence of cv- 
'^ry other character in history, in Uiai 
it'io a personal and intimate influence. 


Christianity has always been a per- 
sonal religion. 
He 
was no 
organizer 
like Caesar or Mohammed. 
He formu- 
lated no plans, he foundeil no occlesi- 
antical svetem, he mustered in no ar- 
mies, drilleil no emissaries, he institut- 
ed no social or 
religious 
machinery, 
there was no framework or scaffolding 
to His kingdom. He tauglit no school, 
He had no set time nor place to spenk. 
He wrote no hooks. He did not seem to 
tra out of his wav to preserve in writ- 
ten form His teaehinGS. 
His beatitudes 
and His parables seemed like preeioti". 
seeds scattered with 
a prodiiial 
hand 
over the unfenced fields of 
humanity. 


and yet without an organization, with- 
out an arniy, wiilioiit a literature, He 
has become thci central figure of all the 
civilizations of all the centuries. 


Let mo try to describe tlic uniiiue ap- 
peal of JefiUR. 
A\'h(>nevcr men look at 
( hi lst they feel ihoni.selves under 
ob- 
ligation 
to have 
reproduced 
in 
them-

the 
metaphysical Clirist nnd leave only the 
ideal and they have still to reckon with 
a 
power

first magnitude, 
the

of 
hu]])an ex))orionco 
survives 
nion's doubts of the Christ of history 
nnd still uinler the name of Jesus eome- 
tJiing calls out to our s))iritual 
capaci- 
ties to awake. 
'J he verv namo makes us 
diKsatisfioil with 
evil 
in spite of 
our 
love for it. 
It shiuncB us out of potti- 
uf'ss into larireness. 
Out of sin 
into 
H!ilvation, out of vim into purity. 
No 
man can read the rraginontarv descrip- 
tion of 
Jesus 
in 
the New 
Testament 
without feelinir laid upnii him an obli- 
i.-ation to surrender his little and ignoble 
life to Him for a life that is lived more 
abundantly. 


The power of Jesus lies in the fact 
that Ho enn so infuse Himself into ev- 
e n ' man's life th.nt surrenders to Him 
PS Lord, so that it is impossible for any 
man to bo hia whole self without mak- 
inf' Him the master of hia life.

It is of this Christ of 
A"hieh I wish to speak tonight. 


If Christ came to this city:

ing the nations at war only twice 
luueh as the liquor trafic is 
Statea every year, 
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Large or Small Seed 


Extensive experiments show that a 
distinct aflvantagre follows the use of 
heavy or large seed. 
The results at- 
tained with seed sorting with sundry 
plants are of asslBtance In the expla- 
nation of several points relating to the 
dliferences In maturity, lack of uni- 
formity In slae, season, and quality of 
production. 


The advantages which accrue from 
the use of large and heavy sweot pea 
peed are earlier blossoming, a larger 
total number of blossoms, and a larger 
number of blc?^m« of good quality as 
Indicated by tne snze of bloom 
and 
length of stem. 
Plants grown from 
large seed are heavier and bear more 
and longer lateral branches. 


Hubbard squash and sweet pumpkin 
respond well to seed selection. 
Plants 
grown from small seed yielded a larger 
number and a greater total weight of 
fruit, but were, however, markedly In- 
ferior 
with 
respect 
to 
size 
and 
weight of ripe fruit. 
Special precau- 
tions were found to be necessary in 
order to avoid a mixed heritage of 
seed. 


The merits of large peed In lettuce 
culture are shown In the production of 
larger seedling, an Incroased weight of 
early matured plants, which displayed 
better headlng-up capabllitfeg, 
earli- 
ness 
and 
uniformity 
In 
filling 
the 
heads; in short, augmented 
earllness 
and quality. 


Heavy spinach seed outclasses light 
seed In weight of plants, width and 
nunjber 
of 
leaves, 
height 
of 
main 
stalk and general earllness. 


Parsley, 
a 
biennial 
herb 
which 
quickly renews Its top when cut back, 
gives not merely larger and 
earlier 
foliage, but showed greater recupera- 
tive powers when the larger seed la 
used. 


Radishes, 
one of the 
shortest 
of 
short term crops, show good gains in 
favor of large seeds. 
Sorting the sizes 
from the same parent gives as great 
a contrast as sorting composite sam- 
ples, showing that gains may be made 
irrespective of the nature of the parent 
plants. 
Large seeds give a more uni- 
form crop ready for use about one 
week In advance of small seed. 


Trials with beans resulted In favor 
of the large seeds. 
The 
advantage 
accruing from the earllness of 
the 
product grown from the large seed Is 
somewhat offset by Its later germina- 
tion. 


In a single trial garden peas made 
little or no response to size selection 
of seed, although a slight gain was 
recorded for plants from large seed If 
allowed to mature: but no gain was 
observed 
when 
harvested 
as 
green 
peas. 


The weights and slaes of plants com- 
pared at different stages 
of growth 
ehow that a continuous and permanent 
advantage 
exists In favor of 
large 
seed. 
Plants grown from large seed 
possess more leaves of greater surfaoe 
area and hence have greater assimila- 
tive powers.—M. B. Cummlnga. 


BIRDS IN RELATION TO THE ALFALFA WEEVIL 


The Great Value of Many Birds Is Shown in the Report of Experts Who Have, for the Past Few Years, Been Making an 
Especial Study of the Assistance Rendered by the Birds, to Alfalfa Growers in the West.

Now Is th® time when the young 
chickens grow rapidly. 
Give 
them 
plenty to eat and help them to grow 
as fast as possible. 
It may make the 
difference of having your pullets lay 
all winter 
or wait 
until spring 
to 
begin. 


The alfalfa weevil, a pest Intro- 
duced into the United States, has for 
several years been 
doing 
enormous 
damage to alfalfa crops In Utah. 
On 
invitation of and In co-operati^îi with 
the Bureau of Entomology, the bio- 
logical survey undertook to aacertaln 
the part played by different birds and 
mammals in checking the Increase of 
the weevil. 
Accordingly, the writer 
spent several 
months each year 
at 
various points In the Infested region, 
investigating the food habits of local 
birds and of a few batrachlans and 
other vertebrates. 
This article, how- 
ever, deals only with the habits of 
birds. 


The time and method of the initial 
Introduction of the alfalfa weevil Into 
Utah Is unknown, but the first serious 
damage was noted In the spring of 
1904, when a small infestation was dis- 
covered. 
From 
this 
foothold 
the 
weevil has spread until now the terri- 
tory infested by these pests Is very 
great. 


The alfalfa weevil is a small snout 
beetle, a little less than 
one-fourth 
Inch In length, and when It appears in 
spring Its color is very dark brown or 
black. 
It passes the winter In the 
adult stage, protected under piles of 
rizbbish, 
in 
vegetation 
along 
ditch 
banks, the base of hay stacks, 
etc. 
Egg laying usually begins by the first 
of April and the process may continue j 
as late as July. 
From 10 to 12 daysj 
elapse 
before hatching. 
The 
pale, j 
newly hatched larvae soon work their | 


way to the tender leaves and arrowing 
buds at the top of stalks, where for 
some time they may easily escape the 
notice even of birds. 
At 
first 
the 
depri»4atlons are wsstrlcted to the mt>*# 
succulent portions of the foliage, but 
by the time they have become full 
sized they feed anywhere upon the 
plant when green leaves remain. 


The larvae usually appear In great- 
est abundance at the time of the first 
alfalfa harvest. 
The 
Insects 
make 
heavy Inroads on the first crop and 
after harvest do serious damaffo by 
retarding the growth of the second 
crop. 
All nev^shoots are devoured as 
soon as they appear and a field fre- 
quently remains barren for three or 
five weeks after the first cutting. When 
full grown the larvae cease feeding, 
drop to the ground, and spin rather 
loosely woven cocoons, which are often 
attached to dry vegetation at the base 
of the plant. 
The adults appear in 
large numbers In July and may be 
found clustering by hundreds 
upon 
vegetation about the borders of re- 
cently out fields or near the bases of 
newly 
constructed stacks. 
After a 
short period of flight, when some fall 
prey to birds that feed on the wing, 
the insects seek hidden places for the 
winter's hibernation. 


The foregoing has been given to 
show the reader something of 
the 
habits of the pest which Is doing such 
serious damage to the western alfalfa 
fields. 
It 
Is necessary 
that 
every 
means possible be taken to destroy 
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EnglWh Sparrow, 


these insects, and as the birds are our 
best means of doing this, the birds— 
all the useful ones—should be fully 
protected, 
and 
every 
farmer 
and 
everyone else, for that matter, should 
do all in their power to aid In this 
work of protection. 


The following list includes all of the 
Important bird enemies of the alfalfa 
weevil: 
California 
gull, 
Wilson's 
phalarope, killdeer, valley quail. West- 
e m mourning dove, red-shafted flicker, 
Arkansas

bellied redwing, western meadowlark. 
Bullock's oriole, Brewer's 
blackbird, 
house finch, pine siskin, western ves- 
per sparrow, soramah sparrow, west- 
e m lark sparrow, white-crowned spaf- 
row. Brewer's sparrow, chipping sparw 
row, 
desert song sparrow, 
Lincoln's 
sparrow, spurred 
tohee, 
green-tailed 
towhee, black-headed grosbeak, lazuli 
bunting, cUlT swallow, bank swallow, 
rough-winged 
ffwallow, 
yellow 
war- 
bler, long-tailed 
chat, 
Macgllllvray's 
warbler, 
sag© 
thrasher, 
long-tailed 
chickadee, 
western 
robin, 
mountain 
bluebird, EJngllsh sparrow. 
Of these 
only one variety will be further dls- 
c^rssed here—the English sparrow. 


F r o m 
Its 
enormous 
abundance 
throughout 
much 
of the 
weevil-In- 
fested region of Utah, as well as from 
the fact that, 
Individually, 
It is 
a 
most effective enemy of the alfalfa 
weevil, the English or house sparrow 
must be placed very high in the scale 
of weevil enemies. 
There is no bird 
In which the people of the west are 
more Interested than this much-criti- 
cized foreigner and, as its efficiency as 
an 
insect 
destroyer 
has 
frequently 
been questioned, special 
pains 
have 
been taken to give this bird as thor- 
ough consideration as possible in con- 
nection with the alfalfa weevil. 


Though by no means uncommon In 
the 
city 
streets, 
tho 
never-ceasing 
chatter 
of hundreds 
of these 
birds 
heard along country roads and about 
farm yards, readily makes an observer 
realize that In many rural 
sections 
this species Is by far the most abund- 


ant. 
A factor partly responBlble for 
this condition Is the presence on al- 
most every farm of one or m.ore straw- 
thatched sheds for housing live stocii 
and these make very excellent bird 
houses. 


During the work 
of 
investigating 
these birds—for the month of May— 
of 530 stomachs of sparrows examined, 
there was one which contained over 
100 larvae; 7 which had 99; 29 with 
from 50 to 75; and 9 0 with from 
to 49. 
During one June 382 birds 
were examined. 
Five had eaten more 
than 100 larvae; 6 had eaten 99; 17 
from 60 to 75, and 49 had eaten from 
2 5 to 49, and so on during 
many 
months. 


Careful 
observations 
show 
that 
adult sparrows are frequent visitors to 
alfalfa 
fields. 
Their visits are most 
often when there are young to be fed, 
and at such time the parent birds con- 
sume much the same kind of food as 
their progeny. 
Fields nearest 
barn- 
yards, where the birds' nests are, are 
benefited most, but numerous 
cases 
were observed where the adult birds 
were traveling considerably over 100 
yards 
to 
secure 
the 
desired 
food. 
Wherever these birds nested in large 
numbers a more or less regular strram 
of adult sparrows was observed 
flying 
to and from the badly Infested portion 
of some nearby alfalfa field. 


Considering the various phases of 


the economic relation of the English 
sparrow to the alfalfa weevil, It may 
f?afely be asserted that this bird is a 
most effective enemy of the pest. 
In 
view, however, of the ability of this 
bird to do serious damage to standing 
grain, and to take heavy toll from the 
farmer's chicken feed, legal protection 
for the species can not be advocated. 
While there are doubtless altogether 
too many of these birds about some 
farms, a reduction In their numbers 
1 may be much more satisfactorily ef- 
' focted by the Individual farmer than 
by the aid of a bounty law, such as 
has been in force In some sections for 
the past few years. 
Huch a law, be- 
j -sides being an Incentive to mlsrepre- 
• sentation and fraud, and expensive In 
: its operation, very frequently, utterly 
fails in accomplishing Its object. 
Re- 
I moval of the bounty law on the Eng- 
! lish sparrow Is recommended, not so 
I much because the bird requires added 
j protection, as for the reason that thl» 
law, as Is the case with most laws of 
' this kind, utterly fails to materially 
! reduro the number of these birds, and 
j at the same time it has been the rea- 
: son for tho destrurtlon of many other 
j birds. 
Where chicken feed can 
be 
; protocted and where grain fields will 
I not be jeopardized these birds may 
well be allowed to continue 
unmo- 
le.Mtod their good work on the alfalfa 
weevil. 
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Butchering lime 


T^st year we separated our meat 
hogs from the others early In the fall 
and gave the hogs Intended for the 
barrel all the sweet milk they wouM 
drink twice a day with their o*}i«r 
rations, good pasture, oats anA OAnau 


These porkers made better 
mMt, 
sweeter and more streaked than we 
usually produce, and we have a notion 
the quantity of milk they consumed 
had something to do with it, for in 
other respects they had the same feeds 
our fattening hogs usually get. 


In the great corn-growing districts 
too much corn is fed by many farmery 
and when we help our nelglitxyt^ 
butchering time, we notice a large 
amount of fat, too much on the hams 
and shoulders and the sides haven't 
enough lean streaks to make good 
eating. 


The liver, ribs, heart and baclcT>on«« 
are among the best parts of the ho* 
so long as they can be kept fresh, but 
a warm spell of weather makes It 
neceflsary to use salt and after the«« 
parts are sprinkled over lightly with 
salt they soon become strong. 


We have kept these 
small 
parts 
fresh quite a while by putting thent 
Into a large stone jar, first covering 
bottom of jar with small pieces of Ice, 
then a layer of meat and a layer of 
lee until the jar Is full. 


Then cover tightly as possible to 
exclude the air. 
The best and easiest 
plan is to exchange with the neighbors 
and get these parts back later in small 
quantities before they have time to get 
tainted. 


Llany farmers hire a butcher 
to 
kill tlie hogs and render the lard, but 
we prefer the old fashioned way,—* 
neighbors go together and help one 
another. 
With 
plenty of help 
and 
tools to work the hogs can be killed 
early in the day. 


By afternoon If the weather !s cold 
enough the animal heat Is out so they 
ran be cut up after dinner, the lard 
rendered, sausage ground, 
seasoned, 
and stuffed before night. 


This work Is all completed In a day 
find the next we have enough to do 
«•loaning up the muss, putting away 
butchering tools, salting meat, etc. 


Molasses barrels are good to keep 
the meat In if made clean and sweet 
Bmelling by the boiling water process. 


Some say to use the best fine salt 
for salting meat. 
It Is all right to use 
best salt. 
The cheap salt contains so 
many Impurities that It falls to act 
satisfactorily. 
But we like the coarse 
salt best for this purpose.—S. V. Akan. 


TREE PRUNING. 


Pome of the considerations to be 
observed in pruning mature trees are 
as follows: 


Keep the trees open to let In sun- 
light. 


Take out branches that crowd of 
cross each other and Interfere with 
each other's growth. 


Keep the tree within bounds so that 
spraying and harvesting may be eco- 
nomically done. 


Care should be taken when remov- 
ing limbs that they are removed close 
to the branch from which they spring, 
leaving no stub. 
If large limbs are 
removed the raw surface should be 
painted with a good white lead paint.

The loss to the farmers of the United 
Itates from bad methods of producing 
ind handling eggs Is estimated at $45,- 
100,000 annually. 
It Is also estimated 
he 115,000,000 of this loss is due to 
ilood rings. 
Every dollar of this loss 
torn blood rings is directly prevent- 
kble on the farm. 


Blood rings are a certain stage of 


chick development In the egg. 
Heat 
develops the germ until It becomes a 
blood ring. 
Blood rings often develop 
In the nest and in an unheated room 
in 
the 
house 
during 
hot 
weather. 
Blood rings are troublesome only In 
hot weather. 


Blood rings can not be produced in 
the infertile egg. 
Infertile eggs are 


eggs laid by hens that are not allowed 
to run with a male bird. 
A little study 
of this subject should quickly convince 
one that the Infertile egg Is the quality 
egg; therefore, produce it. by never 
allowing the male birds to run with 
the hens except at hatching time, eind 
realize more money for better eggs. 
Egg production Is not influenced by 
the presence of the male. 


The hen's greatest profit-producing 
period is the first and second year, 
and unless a hen is an exceptionally 
good breeder she should be disposed 
of at the end of her second laying 
season and before starting to molt. 
Few eggs can be expected untn the 
pullets are matured. 


If possible, mark the pulleti that 
lay In the fall, and use them In the 
breeding pens for the foliowlng spring. 


Begin marketing the cockerels as 
soon as they weigh 
pounds or at- 
tain a marketable size. 


Keep the nests and housea clean. 
Whitewash Is very effective against 
vermin. 
Provide a dust bath for the 
fowls. 
This enables them to get rid 
of lice. 
The free use of kerosene ca 
the roosts and in the cracks will ex- 
terminate mites. 
If the above sug- 
gestions are followed a high quality 
of eggs Is assured.

Injury Oansed by Flat-Headed Apple 
Tree Bore». 


After these larvae have gained en- 
trance to the tree, no external sprays 
or applications are satisfactory, and 
the only course of treatment is per- 
sonal attention to each Infested tree. 


Preventive methods are more suc- 
cessful. 
If a thick coating of some 
harmless substance is applied to the 
trunks and larger limbs of young trees, 
it will act as a repellant against the 
female desiring to deposit her eggs. 
Thick whitewash painted or sprayed 
on the trees acts as a good repellant. 
If

trees is objectionable, the addition of 
a little lampblack will tone down the 
brilliant white ^o a gray, still leaving

unaltered. 
Thick 
soap washes are also recommended for

An Important point In tTie making 
of buttermilk cheese is to see that the 
curd la drained xinlformly, so as to be 
of uniform consistency from day to 
day. 
The beginner will do well to ex- 
amine the curd at Intervals after It Is 
placed on the draining rack. 
The por- 
tions of curd nearest the cloth drain 
most rapidly and may In some cases 
become quite dry, while the top of 
the curd Is still saturated with whey. 
To hasten the draining, the maker may 
lift up the cloth at one end of the 
rack, which will cause the dry curd to 
peel off clean from the cloth and settle 
In a pile In the middle of tho rack. 
Slowly lowering the cloth Into place 
again will allow the loose whey to run 
down over the clean cloth surface and 
drain through more rapidly. The cloth 
should be raised at tho other end of 
the rack also, and the curd rolled Into 
a pile at the middle. 


As long as the curd flows like thick 
mush or mortar when the corner of 
the cloth is raised. It Is too moist to 
suit the taste 
of 
most 
people. 
It 
should always be drained sufficiently 
before packing, to prevent whey from 
separating from the curd in the pack- 
age, or the product leaking out when 
the container, such for example, as a 
covered buttejj' tub. Is inverted. 
When 
properly drained, the mass of 
curd 
can be taken out of the draining rack 
and moulded with paddles into a tail 
form 
without 
losing Its 
shape.

than necessary, rather than not long 
enough, for If too dry the maker or 
consumer may at any time restore the 
desired consistency by stirring In a 
little clear, cold water. 
On account of 
the smooth te.xture and fine butter- 
milk flavor of the product. It Is not 
customary for the maker to add any 
cream to It before packing, as Is often 
necessary 
with 
skim 
milk 
cottage 
cheese. 
The drier the curd Is after 
draining the harder work It Is to stir 
in salt 


The cheese will drain sufficiently on 
the rack without being pressed. How- 
ever, if thought desirable curd may be 
more quickly drained by pressing It 
under a weight or In a vertical screw 
press. 
For this purpose the curd is 
wrapped 
in 
the 
draining 
cloth 
or 
placed In muslin bags and laid upon 
pressing racks. 
These are about two 
and one-half feet square and are made 
of wooden strips one Inch wide and 
nailed one-half inch a p a r t 
As many 


racks and bags of curd as are desired 
may be placed In the press at any one 
time. 
Sufficient pressure Is applied to 
keep the whey running out for ten or 
twenty minutes when the curd will be 
dry enough to salt. 
Presses are only 
used when the curd tends to drain 
too slowly and are rarely needed. 


The 
curd 
should 
be 
salted 
and 
packed 
as 
soon 
as 
It 
Is 
properly 
drained and before It gets drier than 
Is desirable. 
Use from one and one- 
fourth to one and one-half pounds of 
salt for 100 pounds of curd obtained, 
or for 800 pounds of buttermilk used. 
Weigh the salt carefully. 
Break up 
any lumps, and sprinkle about half of 
the salt over the curd while on the 
cloth, In the rack. 
Stir it In well. Roll 
all the curd over by raising the cloth 
at one side of the rack. 
Add the rest 
of the salt and stir In thoroughly. 
It 
Is Important that every pound of curd 
sold shall contain Its proper propor« 
tlon of salt. 


PASTURING CLOVER. 


Clover Is an excellent pasture crop 
for all classes of stock, as It furnishes 
a luxuriant growth of a highly nutri- 
tious food from early spring until late 
In the fall. If it Is not pastured too 
closely. 
During the heat of the sum- 
mer it should not be pastured closely, 
as this will curtail the fall feed.

tinue to claim a victory in northern Po- 
land, comparable at least to Sedan and 
even worthy jf rank with the disaster 
which Russia inflicted upon Napoleon, 
official communications shed but little 
light on the situation in Poland. 


An official dispatch from Grand Duke 


Nicholas, commander in chief of the 
Hussian forces in the field, while of 
considerable 
length, 
concerns 
itself 


largely with more or ler,s isolated opera- 
tions and docs not claim the infliction 
of an overwhelming defeat upon the in- 
vaders. 
The grand duke sums up the 


situation with the declaration that on 
the entire- front between the Vistula and 
the Warta rivers the battle is progress- 
ing in favor of Russian arms. 


Both Berlin and Vienna still claim 


that no decisive result has followed the 
recent operations 
in 
Russian Poland. 


On the western battle front the lull 
Btill prevails, the onty hint of activity 
being found in the report from Holland 
that the British fleet again is operating 


against the German positions on the 
Belgian coast. 


The visit of Sir Roger Casement, who 


became famous as the investigator of 
the Putumay rubber atrocities, to the 
Berlin foreign office, is being prominent- 
ly featured by the London newspapers. 
The comment, however, 
is rather re- 


served. On the whole the press seems 
frankly puzzled by the episode, which 
indicates that direct negotiations be- 
tween Germany and the extreme section 
of the Irish nationalists have been go- 
ing on. 


The British public have been greatly 


reassured by the statement of Winston 
Spencer Churchill, first lord of the ad- 
miralty, concerning the naval position 
of the empire. This has been supple- 
mented by the official French report that 
the combined fleet not only have com- 
mand of the Mediterranean, but arc 
maintaining a successful blockade of 
the Adriatic nnd the Dardanelles. 


From Petrograd comes a much delay- 


ed account of a surprise attack by :i 
Russian fleet, which, it is claimed, re- 
sulted in serious disaster to the Ger- 
man battle squadron in September.

The New War Tax Stamps 


With the coming of December the now war revenue 


tax levied by Uncle Sam to offset the deficit in revenues 
occasioned by the war's stoppage of imports into the 
[United States -will go into full force and effect in all its 
provisions. We shall then have the tax stamp with us 
once more in all its pristine glory, but under a provision 
that limits its use to the period of thirteen months. 


Two classes of stamps arc provided, one to be used on. 


proprietary articles and wines, the other on documents. 
In each set there are twenty-one denominations. All of: 
these stamps will be printed in black. The designs arc .se- 
verely plain, something like the present postage due 
stamps. The stamps will be oblong in shape. The de- 
nomination is shown in large colorless numerals in the 
Center, with the word "Proprietary" above the numeral, 
and above that, "United States Internal Revenue." At 
the hottom is the word "Cents" and below that, "Series 
of 1,914." 


--'..-'"'• rjijje documentary stamp will come in more varied de- 


signs and colors. The denominations of \{>, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 10, 
25, 40, 50 and 80 cents will be the same size and shape as 
postage stamps, with the value expresed in large colorless 
numerals in the center with the word "Documentary''1 


above and "Cents" below. In the border are the words; 
"U. S. Internal Revenue" and "Scries 1014." These| 
stamps will all be printed in red. The documentary j 
stamps of the value of $1. in green, $12 in red, $3 in purple, j 
$5 in blue, $10 in orange, $20 in vermilion, and $50 in lav-j 
ender, all will have a liberty head as the central design 
with the words "U. S. Internal Revenue" above and the 
value in figures below. The $100 .stamp ,in green, Avill 
have the Stuart portrait of Washington; the $500 in blue, 
the portrait of Hamilton, and the $1,000 in orange, will 
have the portrait of Madison. The dollar denominations 
yrill be larger than the cents denominations. 


It is, of course, doubtful if many of the $500 and 


$1,000 stamps will be used, and probably not more than 
One hundred of each will be printed. 
About the only 


thing the $1,000 stamp can be used on is a promissory 
note for $5,000,000, or a deed where the unincumbcred 


conveyed will exceed $1,000,000.

nas, and they are more easily digested 


than either milk or bananas. She also 
knows that they ha.ve, medicinal quali- 
ties and they are. excellent blood puri- 
fiers. 


One of the several good ways to use 


raisins is in raisin gingerbread. 
This 


is the recipe: 


Cream 1 scant half-cup of butter or 


lard with one-half cup of brown Sugar, 
add a pinch of salt and 1 eiip of black 
molasses, salt spoon of cinnamon and 
even teaspoon of ginger. 


To 1 cup of boiling water add 2 even

What are truss hoops? 
Well, they are made in seta and am 


the hoopa in which coopers placo the 
staves in making barrels. 


One rather unusual feature 
of 
the 


fthop is that there is not a piece of 
power-driven machinery in the entire 
establishment and so little 
could 
be 


gained by installing it that it would 
yield nothing on tho investment in sav- 
ing time. 


This is rather rema.rlca.blo from tho 


fact that the timber from which thn 
hoopa are made is hewn from logs and 
even this is done by hand as the grain 
of the wood is preserved and part of 
tho shaving would have to be done by 
hand even if saws were installed. 


Nearly Forty Years at It. 


In August of this year Mr. Bitlcr 


passed his thirty-ninth consecutive year 
In business and although the factory is 
not a pretentious one by any means and 
is not impressive in these days of mod- 
ern equipment ho has been eminently 
sucoessful and has managed to ama.is 
a goodly sum of the world's Roods iri 
his venture. 


He started in Fort Wayne as a chair 


factory employe, afterward engaged as 
a bender in a plow handle factory and 
from his earnings of $1.25 a clay he 
managed to put aside enough to engage 
in truss hoop making on his own ac- 
count. 


His first factory was located on Lewis 


itreet Immediately west of Cnlhoim and 
this was hurncd down by a curioim com- 
bination of (•ir^utnst}iiic:'<.

Throughout the operations resulting in 


the capture of Bloeinfontciu and Pre- 
toria General French commanded the 
cavalry division.

Lord Roberts' left wing in the battle 
of Pretoria, nnd commanded Ihe force 
in the operations culminating in the cap- 
ture of Bitrborton, 


During the spring of 1001, after Lord 


Roberts had returned to Knglaml. Gen- 
eral French was in charge of the ex- 
tended operations in the Eastern Trans- 
vaal, nnd he was employed later on and 
up to the (iiid of the war agtiitwt the 
robola in Gnpe Colony,

The advantages which accrue from 


the use of large and heavy sweet pea 
•eed are earlier blossoming, a larger 
total number of blossoms, and a larger 
number of blor-3om» of good quality as 
Indicated by vn* size of bloom and 
length of stem. 
Plants grown from 


large seed are heavier and bear more 
and longer lateral branches. 


Hubbard squash and sweet pumpkin 


respond Well to seed selection. Plants 
BTown from small seed yielded a larger 
number and a greater total weight" of 
fruit, but were, however, markedly In-

weight of ripe fruit. 
Special precau- 


tions were found to be, necessary In

Parsley, a 
biennial 
herb

gives not merely larger and earlier 
foliage, but showed greater recupera- 
tive powers when the larger seed la 
used. 


Radishes, one of the shortest of 


short term crops, show good gains In 
faror of large seeds. Sorting the B!M>« 
from the same parent gives as groat 
a contrast as sorting composite sam- 
ples, showing that gains may bo mado 
Irrespective of the nature of the. parent 
plants. Large seeds give a more uni- 
form crop ready for use, about 
week In advance of small seed. 


Trials with beans resulted In favor 


Of the large seeds. 
The advantage 


accruing from the earliness of the 
product grown from the large seoa ]s 
somewhat offset by Its later germina- 
tion. 


In a single trial garden pens made 


little or no response fo size selection 
of se«d. although a slight gain was 
recorded for plants from largo seed If 
allowed to mature: but no gain 
observed when harvested 
peas.
